2. Claims 24 and 26-46 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Babu et al taken in view of Davison and in further view of St. Coeur et al (taken as 
evidence of the state of the art), substantially for the reasons most recently set forth in 
Paragraph No. 3 of Paper No. 101805, together with the following additional 
observations. More particularly, the Examiner has little to add to his position of record, 
except as to the newly presented limitation in independent article claim 46 stating 
"wherein the pressure sensitive adhesive and the primer are crosslinked" (i.e. 
presumably together as note applicants' argument, "That is, they are crosslinked 
together" (Response, page 6, bottom paragraph). In response thereto the Examiner 
respectfully takes Official Notice thereof that one of ordinary skill would expect that 
having the primer layer also crosslink with the psa layer would inherently improve the 
bond strength between the two layers, and as such would be an obvious modification to 
one of ordinary skill.
